FAVORS REPUBLIC. 


M. D. Eubank, M.D., of China, re- 
cently summoned from that country 
to represent the Baptist interests in 
the Laymen’s Missionary Conventions 
in America, one of the strongest mis- 
sionary in the Baptist for- 
eign field, will be one of the speak- 
ers at the men's rally tonight in Tem- 
ple Baptist Church, and will occupy 
the pulpit next Sunday morning. 

Dr. Eubank has served as a medical 

evangelistic missionary in Hu- 
how, China, not far from Shanghai, 
for the past sixteen years. He has 
also devoted especial attention to the 
educational features of the Baptist 
mission, and has created a full sys- 
tem of schools in the stations and out- 
stations under his

founding and development of 


in China. 

Dr. Eubank is a profound admirer 
of the Chinese. e maintains they 
are good-natured, docile, alert, perse- 
vering and ¢ven dogged, when they 
have set their minad-in a certain direc- 
tion. For that reason, the distin- 
guished visitor maintains, China will 
eventually develop politically as @ re- 


public. 

“There is no doubt,” said Dr. Eu- 
bank, “that Yuan Shi Kai is the man 
of fron, and that China needs him as 
ruler of the present e. 
consented to be termied Emperor, and 
will in all probability be crowned. 

“But the republican elements are 
persistent. They have been implanted 
there by the revolution. They will 
abide. The limited monarchy, with 
its throne-controlled Parliament, will 
merge in time into a more democratic 
institution, for the tendency of the 


Chinese who return to their native 
land after study abroad, is thoroughly 
in the direction of a republican form 
of government. The undertaker will 
relieve the present condition greatly, 
as the older generation passes away. 

“Japan will not become the ruler of 
China. Asa matter of fact, Japan had 
not the money to carry to a success- 
ful issue a great war, especially with 
a nation in whose peace so many of 


the great nations of the world are in- | 


terested.”

The leasing bill itself is filled with excep- 
tions, reservations and right of government 
control calculated to discourage applica- 
tions for leasing. : 

Section 4 provides that without the writ- 
ten consent of the Secretary of the Interior 
the lessee or power development company 
shall not sell or deliver power to a @is- 
tributing company except in case of an 
emergency, and then only for a period not 
exceeding thirty days. It further provides 
that the lease shalJ] not be assignable or 
transferable without the written consent of 
the Secretary of the Interior, 

Section 5 provides for the retaking of the 
property at the expiration of the lease. In 
such retaking the Secretary shall not allow 
for increase in value of non-perishable prop- 
erty, but shall deduct for decrease in 
in perishable property... 

Section 6 lays down the three specific 
things that the Federal government can do 
at the expiration of any lease made under 
this act. First, the Federal government 
may retake it and operate it itself; second, 
it may renew the lease to the original lessee 
upon such terms and conditions and for 
such term as may be authorized under the 
then existing applicable laws; third, the 
Secretary of the Interior, upon the .expira- 
tion of the lease, may lease the property of 
the original lessee to a new lessee upon 
such new conditions, new terms, and for 
such new periods of time as the applicable 
laws of that date authorize,
